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them. In Anno 1722. Mr. Matthews went in 
Queſt of them, but found they had deſerted il 
the Iſland of St. Mary's, leaving behind them 
ſome Marks of their Robberies, for in ſome il 
Places they found Pepper a Foot thick, lying 
| on the Ground in the open Air. The Com- 
modore aforeſaid went with his N N Z 
1 ver to the main Iſland, but the Pirates had 
carried their Ships into Rivers or Creeks, out 
1 of Danger of the Men of War, and to offer 
to burn them with their Boats, would have 
been impracticable, ſince they could have ea- 
fily diſtreſſed the Boats Crews out of the 
Woods. The Commodore had ſome Diſcourſe I 
with ſome of them, but they ſtood on their 
Guard, ready to defend themſelves, if any 
Violence had been offered tgne. 

I have heard it reported by ſome who had 
frequented Madagaſcar for Trade, that the 
Natives that live far from the Sea, are of a 
tawny Complexion, and have long Hair on 
their Heads, whereas thoſe that are born near 
the Sea, are very black, and their Hair like 
Lamb-wooll. What Religion they profeſs, I 
Know not, and the Pirates are but ſcurvy 
School-maſters to teach them Morals. 
TERRE are many Iſlands and Sholes lying 
to the Eaſtward of Madagaſcar. St. Apolloni 

1s uninhabited; Doma ſcarenhas is inhabited by 

the French, but formerly by the Eugliſh, and 
Was called by them, The Engliſh Foreſt. Ma- 
ritius was formerly inhabited by the Dutch, 
but in Anno 1703. they had Orders to leave 
it, and repair to Batavia, and the Te 3 
. ³ aA 
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| FE Company ſent Shipping for their Tranſporta- 
tion. Diego Rair, which is the next Hand 
to Maritins, was made a French Settlement, 
but finding it barren, they left it in 3 Years, 
W all the reſt were always uninhabited, as well 
to the Eaſtward as the Northward, and 


Chanel between Quiloa and Madagaſtar. 
= Comora is the Weſtmoſt of the inhabited 
Islands, and affords nothing but a ſcrimp 
Maintenance for a Parcel of poor miſerable 
Creatures. Johanna is within Sight of Co- 
ora, and is a plentiful Ifland in Cattle, 
Goats, Fowls and Fiſh, with good Lemons 
Wand Oranges, ſo that moſt Part of the Eng- 
8/:/ Shipping bound to Mocha, Perſia and Su- 
rat, uſually call'd there for Refreſhments, 
till the Pirates began to frequent it. There 
Ware two memorable Accidents fell out at that 
Iſland, to the Eugliſh Eaſt-india Company's 
Shipping. One was in the Year 1690 or gr, 
Ito Captain Burton in the Herbert, a Ship of 
800 Tons, mounted 56 Guns. He was attack- 
ed by three French Ships, each gunn'd and 
mann'd as well as he. On their Approach, he 
aut his Cables, and put to Sea, about 2 af- 
ter Noon 1 en an hot Engagement, 
which laſted till 8 in the Night, that the 
Herbert blew up, and all her Men loſt, 
dut 6 or 7 that were in the Pinnace, ſome 
hereof I ſaw afterwards at Mmuskat, The 
other was lately, in Anno t710. when two 
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faults, or engaging with the common Ene- 
my, but when two Pirates drew near, the 


to Sea, and left the Caſſandra to ſhift for her 
ſelf, who was obliged to engage the ſmalleſt 
Pirate (being a Ship of 24 Guns, Dutch-built) 
in the Bay, and ſoon after they began, the 


the Pirate ſtriving to board her, was alſo ta- 
ken up by ſome Rocks, not above 20 Yards Bl 
from the Caſſandra. The Pirate's Head lay to- 
| wards the Caſſandra's Broadſide, and they pel- 
ted one another furiouſly, many falling on 
both Sides, but the Pirates, finding too hot 
Work on their Decks, were forced to quit 
them, and run down into the Hold for Shel- 
ter. Captain Mackraw, who commanded the 
Caſſandra, ſeeing the other Pirate approach 
near him, and manning all his Boats to rein- 
force his Comrade, thought it a good Time 
for him, and who elſe could get aſhore, to 
embrace the Opportunity, and according|y 
they got into their Boats, and ſaved their

The Boat's Crew were ſurprized whilſt 
filling Water, them they killed, except two 
Boys whom they ſaved; they then came off 
in the Night, and thoſe in the TP not exa- 
mining them in Time, they boarded the Ship, 
and took them all unarmed, and killed every 
Man, and carrying the Ship cloſe to the Shore, 
they unladed her, and then ſunk her. The 
two Youths who gave the Account of that 
tragical Accident, were brought to Aden, 
which lies oppoſite to that Place, and were 
ſold for Slaves. A Surat Ship being there, 
bought the Youths, and brought them to n- 
Brain ane CHIN OS. 
Tax is no anchoring on that Coaſt a- 
bove a Mile off Shore the Sea is ſo deep; 
and above Zeyla, in a deep Bay oppoſite to 
Habelmandel, which makes the Entry into 
che Red Sea, there is a large River that diſ- 
imbogues into the Sea, but tho' the Mouth 
be large, yet it is ſo deep, and full of Banks 
and Rocks, with ſuch W hirl-pools, that no 
Ship dare go near it. At that River begins 
che Ethiopian Shore, ſnewing many high

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Mountains, which are eaſily ſeen from the 
Arabian Shore; And all the Coaſt from thi; 
River, as far North as Zuakin, which is near 
200 Leagues, is called the Ethiopian Coaſt. 
AND tho' | never was on that South-weſt 
Coaſt of the Red Sea, and know but few that 
traffick there, except Romiſh Prieſts, yet I 
venture to relate what I learned from them 
I bere are two or three {mall Ports between 
 £eyla and Mofſava, but an inconſiderable 
Trade, being moſt in Slaves of both Sexcs, 
which the Ethiopians bring to Mocha for 1. 
Market, where | have ſeen a Drove of thoſe 
unfortunate Creatures carried like a Flock of i 
Sheep, moſt Part of them inſenſible of their 
own Miſery, and the higheſt Bidder carries 
the Bargain. They alſo bring ſome Elephants 
_ Teeth, the beſt that ever I ſaw, and ſome O- 
r bo nh £65.95 £ 4-18 
Moſſava is ſituated on the North-welſ 
End of a large Ifland, and affords a very 
good Harbour for Shipping of any Size; it 
| has a Gariſon of about 250 Twrks in a Caſtle 
built formerly by the Portnugueze,: who, ac- 
cording to their impolite - Cuſtom, oppreß 
Strangers as well as Natives, that come there 
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Tux Country produceth low Gold, Ele- 
phants Teeth, Slaves, and ſome Coffee, but 
of a larger Grain than what grows on the 
Land oppoſite to it in Arabia, at Betlefac- 
tee. The current ſmall Money of Etbiopia 
is Salt, which is dug out of the Mountains 
as we do Stones from our Quarries, 1 1

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they break in Pieces of ſeveral Sizes, the lar- 
geſt weighing about 80 Pounds, the others in 
VJ, 20, 10, or 5 Pounds, and are ſo expert in 
 & dividing it, that they err not above 5 per 
Cent. more or leſs in their Calculation of 
Weight; 20 Pounds is in Value about 1 Shil- 
lng Sterl. and thoſe Pieces of Salt is the cu- 
rent Money in their Markets for Proviſions, 
and likewiſe for Cloth, when they buy a Yard 
or two at a Time; and when a Merchant 
has got any conſiderable Quantity by him, 
ZW there are Bankers to give Gold for it. 
P R Religion on the Sea-coaſt is Maho- 
metan, but within Land Cophtzes, who are 
circumciſed Chriſtianc. The Males they cir- 
cumciſe ſometimes at 8 Days old, but that 
Ceremony is often delayed till 40 Days, and 
ſometimes not till the ſeventh or eighth Year of 
their Age. They circumciſe Females as well 
as Males.

They forbear 
eating ſome Beaſts Fleſh, according to the 
Moſaical Law. They hold from Saturdays

Religion conſiſts in their Faſts and Feaſts, for 
they do not much trouble themſelves about 
the Doctrine of Faith, Repentance and good 
Works, which makes them very diſſolute in

WIE Europeans generally call the King of 
Etbiopia, Preſter Joſm, but his Subjects know 

no ſuch Appellation; tis true, he is Supreme 
in eccleſiaſtick as well as civil Affairs. His Do- 
minions are very large, and he has many Tri- 
butaries, who ſtile themſelves Kings, and act 
deſpotically. The Royal Family are all kept 
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at Amara, which is a pleaſant round Hill, ſi- 


tuated in 12 Degrees North from the Equa- 


tor, tho' I ſaw an old Portuguege geographi- 
cal Deſcription of Ethiopia, place it under 
the Equinoctial. The Hill is walled round 
with a high Wall, at leaſt 12 Leagues in Cir- 
= cumference, which cuts off all Communica- 
tion with Strangers or Mal-contents. With- 


in the Walls are Palaces, Gardens, Orchards, 


Woods for wild Game, Rivulets and Ponds 
for Fiſh, and all that the Clime can afford to 
make it pleaſant ; there the Youths of the 
Royal Family ſtudy what Arts and Sciences 

are proper to their Quality, or according to 
the Knowledge of their Teachers 
Turin Empire is hereditary, but not in a 
direct Line, the Succeſſion being kept in the 
ancient Family, which they reckon up as high 
Jas Solomon, but on the Demiſe of one Em- 
peror, they make Choice of a Royal Youth 

out of the Paradiſe of Amara, ſo he that be- 


haves beſt in that State of Probation, or has 
the beſt Friends to recommend him, ſucceeds 


& without Contention, which political Cuſtom 
makes their Vouths very tractable and ſtudious. 


There are none reckoned Princes of the Blood 


after ſecond Couſin-germans, and it ſeems they 
have ſomething like the Salick Law in Force 
W amongſt them, for their Hiſtories mention no 
Female Reign ſince Candace's Time, if E- 
E 3 it now is, was her Country. _ 


THe ry are very neſty in their Apparel and 


a Diet, for tho' their Country is well ſtored 
Vith Fire-wood, yet they do not take Pains. 
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to dreſs their Meat by Fire, but having kil- 
led their animal Food, before it be well 
cold, they mince it, and mix Salt and a ſharp 
hot Bark of a Tree well powdered, and make 
the Morſel up in ſmall Balls about the Bigneſs 
of a Wall-nut, and greedily eat it: But the 
Princes eat in State, for they being ſeated on 
a Matt ſpread on the Ground, his favourite 
female Slave or Concubine makes up thoſe 
Balls of Fleſh or Fiſh ſeaſoned with the afore- 
{aid Sauce of Salt and Bark, and ſqueezes them 
into faſhionable Morſels, his Highneſs gapes 
like a young Crow, and ſhe throws it cle- 
verly in, which he 8 devours. The 
Commons eat of the ſame Sort of Viands with 


0 the Grandees, but many of both Sexes die by 


Excoriations of the Guts and the right Inte- 
ſtine; but whether their Diet be the Cauſe 
of their Diſtemper, I leave to Phyſicians to 

determine, who generally are the beſt Judges. 
They have a good pleaſant Liquor made of 

HFHony and Potatoes, which they carouſe in 
plentifully, and often get drunk by it, and 
then they are rather mad than inebriated, 
which renders them very quarrelſom and fu- 
rious; their Hony, as it is very plentiful in 
their Country, ſo it is the whiteſt, hardeſt 
and beſt taſted that ever I met with, 

I had the above Relation of Abaſina from 

four Romiſh Prieſts, who had their Miſſion 
there for 8 Vears together, but made but few 
Proſelytes: They had been meddling in State 

Affairs, and, for Fear of loſing their Heads, 

they fled, and left two of their Brethren, be- 


ing old, and not fit for Travel; what became 
of them they knew not; but thoſe four tranſ- 
greſſed their Superior's Orders, and left their 
Stations, and travelled three or four hundred 
= Miles to the Sea- coaſt, and got a Paſſage o- 
ver the Red Sea. to Mocha, where I entertain- 

ce d them about four Months: They alſo told 
me, that ſeven tributary Kings had loſt their 
Heads in fix Months Time, for Mal-admini- 
ſtration or Treaſon, and if my Gueſts had 
W not removed their Quarters when they did, 
they had been honoured -with the Name of 
= Roman Martyrs, in Anno 1714. The Coun- 
try abounds plentifully in Wheat, Rice, Bar- 

ley, Legumens or Pulſe of ſeveral Sorts, not- 
= withſtanding they eat their raw Meat with- 
W out Bread. Their Woods abound in Ele- 
W phants ( reckoned the largeſt in the World) 
W alſo ſome Lions and Tigers, and innume- 
rable Troops of Wolves, Monkeys and Q- 
ſtriches, all much larger than in other Coun- 
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= the Head of Nilus, which the Ancients ſo 
much ſought for, is in this Country, about the 
Latitude of 6 Degrees North, and about 400 
Miles from the lower End of the Red Sea. 
How far the Ethiopian Coaſt ſtretches to the 

& North-ward, I know not, but it has no Sea- 
ports to the Northward of Moſſava, and the 
next Country to it is the barbarous Zualin, 
whoſe Inhabitants are very different both in 

= Complexion and Cuſtoms from the Abaſines, 
3 whore Colour is only as black as Soot, but

tries. The aforeſaid Prieſts alſo told me, that : 
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the Zualins are as black as Jet, and their 
Skins as {oft as Velvet. a 
. Trxx1r Religion is ſtill Paganiſm, tho 
they don't worſhip Images. 'They ſhew out- 
ward Civility to Europeans, but kill them, 
and feaſt on their Fleſh, when any are unfor- 
tunately ſhipwrack'd on their Coaſt. At firſt 
they ſhew a ſeeming Humanity, allowing them 
a convenient Place to lodge in, with Plenty 
of animal Food to eat, and ſometimes en- 
tertain them with their Muſick, and then de- 
ſtroy the fatteſt, as they have Occaſion to 
feaſt on them, an Inſtance whereof I had from 
a Miſſionary at Mocha, in Anno 1712. viz. | 
A Turkiſh Galley bound from Maſſaua to 
 Fudada in Arabia felix, had on board about 
20 European Turks, and one Italian Prieſt, W 
as Paſſenger; that Galley was drove aſhore 


on the Coaſt of Zuakin by a Storm, the Gal- 
ley was loſt, but all the Men got ſafe aſhore, 


and found the abovementioned Entertain- 


ment. They had not been long aſhore, till 


ſome People of Diſtinction viſited them, and 
ſeemed to condole their Mis fortune, but with- 
al, told them in Arabicb, that the King had a 


great Deſire to ſee ſome of them, and they 


choſe the youngeſt and plumpeſt of the Turks 


to ſhew to the King, who very willingly 
went away with them, but none came back 


to bring News how they were entertained 
at Court; and every fourth or fifth Day, an- 


bother of the beſt favoured and beſt fleſhed 


were carried from their Comrades, on the 
ſame, or ſuch like Errand, till near one Half 
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WT were carried away, thoſe that remained had 

no Suſpicion, but were lulled aſleep by the 
good Words and good Treatment they re- 
W ceived daily: But one Day, an Abaſine, who 
had fled his Country for ſome Miſdemeanour, 

came to viſit them, and, in Diſcourſe, they 

told him how courteouſly they had been en- 
tertained by the hoſpitable Natives, and how 
many of their Company had gone to the King, 
but that none returned. The Abaſine told 


mem, that they were treated after the com- 


mon Cuſtom of that Country, that when a- 
ny white Men were ſhipwrack'd on their 
Z Coaſt, they found ſuch Treatment as they 
had, to make them fat, and then to kill and 
eat them, by cutting ſuch Morſels of the Bo- 
ay as they had preſent Occaſion for, and 
kept Life as long in the poor Victim as they 
could; and that very Morning a eng had 
been carried on the aforeſaid Errand, and 
had one Leg cut off, and the Half of a Thigh, 
and he ſaw them roſting and broiling the 
Fleſh as he happened to paſs in his Way to 
viſit them, and told the diſconſolate Turks | 
that remained, that if one or two would ac- 
company him a little Way in the Evening, he 
vould convince them of the Truth of that he 
told them, but they muſt immediately after 


that went to behold the ſad Spectacle, whom 


which the Abaſine went ſpeedily. away, as the 
others did to acquaint their Fellows what 
| they had ſeen. Alloon as they made their es- 
P . port, 
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return to their Lodging. The Prieſt was one . 


they found not quite dead, tho ſpeechleſs, on 


Mm he wrote to his Friend at Mocha of that tra- 
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port, they were under the greateſt Conſter- 
nation, and unanimouſly reſolved to flee to 
the Woods that very ſame Night, and truſt 
the wild Inhabitants rather than the crueller 
Beaſts, the Zualinc. And the Woods are 

lentifully inhabited with Lions, Tigers, 
— Monkeys, but above all with Wolves. 
The Prieſt took his Way in the Dark along 
the Sea-ſhore to the Northward, but knew 
nothing of his Fellows, which Way they 


took, or how they fared. In the Day-time 
he ſculked in Caverns and Hollows of Rocks, 
which that Sea-coaſt abounds in, and is not 
ſo much frequented by the brutal Cannibals 


as the inland Parts; ſometimes he ſallied out 
to get Shell-iſh, or what elſe he could get to 
eat, and in the Night he travelled, ſo that at- 
ter ſeventeen Nights and Days hard Fatigue, 
he arrived at a Village in *Upper Egypt inha- 
bited by Mahometans and Cophties, who re- 
lieved him, and ſent him to Grand Cairo, 
from whence he wrote to a Miſſionary at 


Mocha, in Anno 1714. who reſided with me, 


and gave him the above Account, with the 
Addition of a very ſtrange Paradox, v2z. 
That himſelf being then about 28 Vears of 
Age, (when he fell on the Coaſt of Zuabin) 
his Hair was of a dark brown, but when he 
arrived in Cairo, his Hair was turned to a ve- 
ry light gray, and continued fo till the Time

TP RERE are no Sea-ports from Zualin on 
the South-weſt Side of the Red Sex, till we 
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come to Feuer, which lies near the Head of 
the Bay of that Sea, which ſends his oppoſite 
Shores down to the South-eaſtward, as far as 
= Babelmandel. ne $0 ee 
FSines, or Sexes ſeems to be the Egiou-ge- 
= ber, or Eloth, from whence Solomon ſent his 
Ships to Ophir, for I have converſed with ſe- 
veral Pilots of that Navigation, who aſſur- 
ed me, there is no clean Bottom for Anchos 


ring, but Sexes, on that Part of the Coaſt, 


for moſt Part of the Red Sea is incumbred 
with Coral Rocks under Water, and peſte- 
red with Banks, which make the Navigation 


very dangerous. At preſent, Sewes is the on- 
IE ly Sea-port for Grand Cairo, from whence it 


is three Days Journey by Land, with a Caf- 
filla or Caravan, but on Horſe-back but two 
ſhort Days. In Cairo the Engliſh and French 
keep their Conſuls, for the Support of the 
Trade of their reſpective Countries. 
I Amo 1714. Mr. Farrington was Conſul 
for the Engliſh, he had a very fair Character 
from all People, as well Merchants as the 
Religious that came from Cairo to Mocha,

It is built on the Faſt Side of a barren 
x liland, and has no freſh Water but what the 
Rains afford them, which they keep in Ci- 
ſterns. The Txyvks had great Deſigns when 
they built it, for they thought of driving the 
Portuguese out of their Settlements in India, 
and to have poſſeſt them themſelves. Accor- 
aingly about the Middle of the ſixteenth 
Century, they made an Expedition into In- 
4, againſt the Portuguege, but were unſuc- 
eeſsful, and fo have never attempted ſince to 
cttle in India. It continued many Years af- 
er the Stapple Port for the Red Sea Com- 
verce, but the Charges of keeping it, ſo far 
rom the Turki/b Dominions, made them leave 
= to the Iamaum, as was already obſerved, 
ad he removed the Trade to Mocha. 
lr has a good Road for Shipping in the 
= c{terly Monſoons, and a pretty good Mould,

Tas Pirates that infeſted the Indian Seas

The Pirates having made Prize of one of 
their Ships, they retaliated on the Exgliſſi 
private Shipping: They ſeized Captain Mor- 
| 7ices's little Ship, and detained him and all 
his Crew as Slaves, and would never ranſom 
them: In Anno 1705. they took Captain Mar- 
vel in a rich Ship from Bengal, bound to 


| lanimity, in not offering to make a Defence. 
TE put their Slaves to no Manner of 
Labour, and allow them a Soldier's Pay for 
Subſiſtence; and what they can earn other- 
viſe by Induſtry, is wholly their own. 
TERE are neither Trees, Shrubs nor 
Graſs to be ſeen on the Sea-coaſt from Curi- 
at to Maskat, and but a few Date Trees in 
a Valley at the Back of the Town, and yet 
there is not the leaſt Want of them felt in the 
City; and it has as good Markets for Wheat, 
Barley and Legumen, and for excellent Fruits, 
Roots and Herbage, and good Cattle, both 
great and ſmall, as any where in India, where 
the Soil is moſt luxurious. And the Sea fur- 
niſnes them with Plenty and Variety of ex, 
cellent Fiſh. Their Cattle look to be very

Their Bazaars or Mar- 
kets are all covered with Date Tree Leaves, 
| ſpread on Beams of the ſame Tree, that reach 
from Houle to a ; and the Houſes 
being all flat on their Tops, terraſſed with 
Clay and Straw mixt, in the aforeſaid 
Months every Body lodges on them in the 
Nights; for below Stairs they cannot ſleep 
for Heat, and the Nights afford plentiful 
Des, that ſometimes weet them thro' their 
thick Cotton Quilts; and theſe Dews are 
_ reckoned very falubrions. —R\® EE : 
Tux Reaſon of ſo intenſe Heats proceeds 
from the Nearneſs of the Sun in thoſe Months, 
who ſends his Beams almoſt perpendicularly 
dovn on the Sides of the Mountains, which be- 
ing all naked, and nothing but an hard black 
Rock *Ppearing, the Sun heats them to ſuch 
a Degree, that between 10 and 11 in the Fore- 
noon, I have ſeen the Slaves roſt Fiſh on 
them. And the Horſes and Cattle, who are 
_ accuſtomed to that Food, come daily, of their 
Own Accord, to be ſerved their Allowance, 
and when they have breakfaſted, retire again 
to Shades built for them; and yet their Beet 
and Mutton, that are partly nouriſhed by that 
Sort of Food, have not the leaſt Savour of i 
Fiſh. And the Reaſon why Fiſhes are ſo plen-: 
tiful and cheap in the Markets, is by. the e- 
ſy and odd Way they have in catching them 
or rather conjuring of them; for I have ſeen 
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a Man and two Boys catch a Tun Weight 
in an Hour or two. The Man ſtands on a 
Rock, where the Sea is pretty deep near it; 
and calls Tall, tall, for a Minute or two, and 
the Fiſh come ſwarming about the Rock;

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Tux King keeps his Court generally at 
Nazawa' or Reyſtock, two Towns four or 
five Days Journey from Mnskat within Land. 
He has no ſplendid Equippage, and his Garb 
very plain, and no finer than an ordinary 
Soldier's is. He has about 100 of his own 
Slaves armed with Matchlocks and ſhort 

broad Swords, for his Guard, who always 
attend on him. He, nor his Subjects uſe no 

Tables, but plain Mats ſpread on the Ground, 

Their Viands 
are a Diſh of Rice, either plain, or made in

Their Women wear Breeches to their Heels, 
of finer Stuffs, and better Colours than the 
Men. The Body of the Veſt made for their 
Uſe, is ſtrait, but ſhort waſted, and gathered 
above the Navel in Plats, which makes the 
lower Part look like a Petticoat. Their Shoes 
are ſhap'd like the Mens, flat and broad. 
Tux Reaſon why their Shoes are made 
ſo, is for their eaſier ſlipping off or on, when 
they enter, or come out of a Room, that 
they may not dirty the Carpets or Mats where- 
1 with the Rooms are ſpread, which ſerve them 
for Beds in cold Weather. And, except 
ſome large round Pillows of broad Cloth or 
Velvet, ſtuft with Cotton, for the Eaſe of 
thoſe who fit on the Carpets or Mats, to lean 
upon as they ſit croſs- legg d, there is no other

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the Time of breaking up Company, when 


comes in a little Pot of hot burning Coals, 
on which they throw ſome Chips of * 
wood, or ſome Powder of Benjoin, Myrrh 
or Frankincenſe, which produce a thick 
Smoke, that incenſes or perfumes the whole 


Room. And, as I obſerved before, it is the 


Cuſtom of wearing very great Sleeves to 
their Garments. They open their Sleeves as 
wide as they can, and hold them over the 
Smoke, which perfumes 'their Arms, Shoul- 
ders, Neck and Beard. And the laft Courſe 
is ſome Roſe- water to beſprinkle the Compa- 
N ns which is the Signal to be gone every one 
about their Buſmeſs; ſo, without any Forms 
of Ceremony, every one walks oft. 
P ux Products of Arabia 8 for Ex- 
portation, are but few, as Horſes, Dates, 
fine Brimſtone, ſome Coffee, but not ſo good 
as at Mocha; ſome Ruinoſs, which is the 
Root of a ſmall Shrub, that dies Crimſon, 
and ſome Pearl. Their Manufacture is ſome 
_ coarſe Cotton Linen and Camelins, which 
they conſume moſt in their own Country; 
but the Badows need-none, fince they wear 
none. The Arabs wear no Pearl or Gold; 
but the Women of Diſtinction wear Pearl of 

a {mall Price, tho' I ſaw one there as big as 
a large Hazel-nut, exactly round, and of a 
fine Water. It was valued at 1000 Tomans, 
which is above 3000 L. Sterl. I have ſome- 
times gone in a Boat to ſee them dive for 
Pearl, and have bought ſome Pearl Oyſters of 
them; but the Divers are Cheats, putting the 
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Oyſters in the Sun, which makes them gape, 
and then the Rogues rummage them, and 
ſhake out the Pearl; and, after they are rob- 
bed of their Treaſure, they put them into 
Water again, and they cloſe. I bought at 
Limes above 100 Oyſters, and got nothing; 
they coſt me but ſeven Pence half Peny a 
© Piece. At laſt I found one that had an Ex- 
creſcence growing to the Shell on the Inſide, 
W which I carefully took off; and, at Carwar 
in India, I ſold it for 9 L. Stel. 

Tux Women in this Country have ſome 
& peculiar Privileges beyond the Men; for if 
one complain that a Man has offered Violence 
to her Perſon, without further Proof than 
ber Word of Honour, he is puniſhed with 
W 100 Baſtinadoes on the Soles of the Feet, or

TAE Muskat Arabs are remarkable for 
their Humility and Urbanity. I had one In- 
ſtance of their Civility. As I was one Morn- 
ing walking the Streets, I met accidentally the 
Governor of the City, by them called the 
M aalh, and, according to my Duty, I went 
into the Door of a Shop, to let him and his 
Guards have the Street, which generally are 
narrow; but he obſerving, by my Complexi- 
on and Garb, that I was a Stranger, made 
his Guard go on one. Side, and beck'ned me 
to come forward, and ſtood till I paſt by him. 
And for an Inſtance of their cool Temper, 
in hearing Debates and rectifying Miſtakes 
between Parties diſagreeing about Commerce: 
The before mentioned Interpreter at Mace:- 


ra, was Commander. of a Ship from India, 


and had freighted her to Muskat. The 
Freighter, who was a Mahometan, delayed 
paying the Freight, long after it was due by 
the Tenor of the Charter-party ; upon which 
he being in Paſſion with the Freighter for 
his continued Delays, went to the /aaly to 
complain. He obſerving by the Gentleman“ 
Countenance, that his Mind was diſcompo-

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Food, and they are wonderfully nouriſhed 
by them. Baſſora exports yearly for foreign 
Countries, above 10000 Tuns of Dates, which 
employ Abundance of Seamen for their Expor- 
tation, beſides many more Poor in gathering 
and packing them in Mats made of the Leaves 
ox the Date Tree, and likewiſe in drying 
them. I bought about 160 Pound Weight of 
wet Dates for 2 /. 3 d. Sterl. and ſometimes 
they are cheaper. * 


Tux Ruines of the famous Babylon ly a- 
bout 200 Engliſh Miles up the River from 
Baſſora; and at Bagdat, which is 12. Miles 
below it, the Ruines appear to be a Moun- 
tain, and are the Habitation of wild Beaſts

It is now a prodigious large City, and the 
Seat of a Beglerbeg, who governs a very 


great Province.

Comera ſtands on the eee 
about 80 Miles above Baſſora, and, by com- 
mon Tradition, is the Place where holy Fob 
dwelt. It abounds in all Things that Baſors 
produces, vis. Fruits, Roots, Herbs and Ani- 
mals: Beſides, it is very fruitful in produc- 
ing Wheat, Rice, and Pulſe of ſeveral Speci- 
es. There is a Gariſon of 10000 Janiſaries 
continually kept there, and 8 or 10 River 
Gallies, well furniſhed, to aw the circumja-

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cent Countries, who are apt to rebel. And 
| Baſſera has 3000 Janiſaries and 5 Gallies for 
the fame Account. 'The Baſhaws of the Gal- 
lies are not ſubordinate to the Baſhaws of the 
Cities; but he of the Gallies has the Com- 
mand of the circumjacent Countries, laying

ſure, as he of the Cities has Power to op- 
preſs the Citizens: And their Avarice and 
Severity often cauſe Mutinies and Blood-ſhed.

WMecchanicks and Peaſants liel bim wich Com- 
plaints on his Soldiery, who, they thought, 
Erobbed them, ſince the Exactions were new. 

hey gave in Remonſtrances of their Griev- 
Wnces, and petitioned for Redreſs; but the 
WPcrions ſent with thoſe Addreſſes, had the 
aſtinado for their Impertinence.

he diſtreſſed City and Country made their 
adreſs to. the Baſhaw of the Gallies, who 
ae they had juſt Cauſe of Complaint.

Province in the North-weſt of it, as Cabul 
and Candaha are on the North-eaſt Side. To- 
_ wards'Turkey they ſometimes loſe and get 
whole Provinces in a Year.

receive Ships of 200 Tuns. It is but a Vil- 
lage of about 100 Houſes, built of crooked

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ches and Mac trans that ly near them; to the 
Weſtward; and the Jams to the Eaſtward, 
who being Borderers, are muck given to 
Thieving, and they rob all whom they are 
able to maſter. The former are revolted 
Subjects of Perſia, and the other are Sub- 
jects of the Mogul; but being ſecured from 
the Aw of an Army's coming to chaſtiſe their 
Iafolency, by the mariſh Grounds they live 
in, and the rapid Tides of Indus, they make 
„but little Account of their Sovereign's Pow- 
» Wer or Orders, and ſo they commit Depredati- 
ons on the Caffillas that paſs to and fro between 
Tatta and Larribundar, notwithſtanding 
* W: Guard of 100 or 200 Horſe are ſent along 
with them, by the Nabob or Vice-roy of Tatta, 
for Protection; but often thoſe Protectors ſuf- 
fer the Cathllas to be robbed; pretending the 
Robbers are too numerous to be reſtrainec 
by their ſmall Forces, and afterwards come 
In Sharers with the Robb ers. 
Tatta is the ww 17 5 of the Province; a 
fery large and rich City, It is about three 
Miles long, and one and an Half broad, and 
b about 40 Miles Diſtance from Larribuu- 
u, and has a large Citadel on its Weſt End, 
wpable to lodge 5000 Men and Horſe; and 
us Barracks and Stables convenient for them, 
With a Palace built in it for the Nabob. All 
boods and Merchandize imported or export - 
ad between Tatta and Larribundar, are tranſ- 
ſorted on Carriage Beaſts, ſuch as Camels, 
nen and Horſes.

ſions, but at laſt he took it, and put all to 
the Sword that had born Arms againſt him, 
and raz'd Part of the Walls, and pronoun- 
cee a Curſe on them that ſhould repair them 
again. But the Sevazees Incurſions made 
him order the Rebuilding them himſelf, and 
he chriſtned it Suctabaut, or the dry City ; 
but that new Name could not efface the old 
one, which it yet retains. It is now inhabit- 
ed by Weavers, and ſuch Mechanicks as manu- 
facture Cotton Cloth.

The Mens are gathered in 
Plats below the Navel, to make them ſeem 
long waiſted, and the Womens are gathered 
a pretty Way above, to make their Waiſt 
ſeem ſhort. They both wear Breeches to 
the Ancle. The Men wear only Silver Rings 
on their Fingers, and generally but one for 
Signet. "The Women wear Gold Rings on 
their Fingers, and ſometimes one on their 
Thumbs, with a ſmall Looking-glaſs ſet in it, 
nd often they wear Gold Rings in their No- 
ſes and Ears. The Gentiles again permit 
" their Women to appear bare-faced, and their 
d Legs bare to the Knee.

© or Silver Rings, according to their Ability, 
one in their Noſe, and ſeveral ſmall ones in

HEN the News came to Sedee Ja. 
VV coup, that his Fleet, with his Proviſi- 
ons of Corn and Cloth, were ſeized and car- 
ried to Bombay, he ſent a civil Letter to our 
General to diſcharge his Fleet, proteſting, 
that as he had not meddled in the Affairs 
between him and the Suraters, he would con- 
tinue neuter, unleſs he was forced to do o- 
therwiſe: But our General gave him an in- 
ſolent Anſwer, and the Fleet was unladed at 
Fes.” e 
 Segee TLacoup ſent again to deſire the Deli- 
very of his Fleet in fair Terms, otherwiſe he 
would be obliged to come with his Army, 
and quarter on Bombay, where his Proviſions 
were detained, and that if his Fleet was not 
let at Liberty before the 11 of February, 
which was near at hand, he would certainly 
be on Bombay the 14. but {till receiving unci- 
vil Anſwers, he performed his Promiſe to a 
Title, for that very Night he landed at a Place 
called Soyree (about four Miles diſtant from 


he main Fort) with 20000 Men at his Back. 


Our General's Security had made him ne- 
ect providing for receiving ſuch Gueſts, Pink 
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ſting to the Reputation of his Forces, who 
were greater then than ever they had been be. 
fore, or ever were ſince that Time, and he had 
ſmall Ships enow, had they been placed in

could muſter, in our Fleet, of Seamen and 


The Enemy raiſed ſome 
Batteries on the Strand to hinder our land- 
ing; and we took two of the Prizes, and 
made them Shot-proof above Water, and 
laid them aſhore at high Water to batter their 
Batteries, and keep the Enemy at a Diſtance 
with their great Shot, till our Men were 
landed and drawn up. Each of our floting 
Batteries were covered with a Frigat of 22 
or 24 Guns.

1 HERE are ſeveral Aber Principalities in 


1 this Country, that I do-not find mentioned |

The King- 
doms of  Couchin and Porcat are not put 
down in the Lift, nor Paarow, which 
are * Principalities 3 ; and the Samorin, 
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or Empire of Calecut, one of the moſt po- 
tent of them all, has no Place in this Liſt. But, 
Tux Country, tho' large and populous, is 
not fruitful in Corn, for there is Abundance 
of Rice imported from Canara; but, being 
low and ſandy all along the Sea-coaſt, except 
a few riſing Grounds, which are the moſt 
ſteril, yet it nouriſhes vaſt Numbers of Cocoa- 


nut and Arecta Trees, whoſe Fruit brings 


them great Gains from other Countries. The 
higher Grounds produce Pepper and Carda- 
mums, the beſt in the World ; and their 


Woods Teak Timber and Angelique for 


building, Sandal-wood, Or Saun ders, white 


and yellow Caſa * * or wild Cinnamon, 
: and Caſſia F. zſtn la, 


Vux vomica, and Cocolus 
India. Drugs grow plentifully in their Woods, 


which are alſo well ſtored with wild Game, 
both for Pleaſure and Uſe. Their Moun- 
tains produce Iron and Steel, but not ſo good 


as We have in Europe. And their Sea is {tos 


red with many Species of excellent Fiſhes. | 


Wu the Portugueze came firſt into In- 


dia, the Samorin of Calecut was Lord Para- 
mount of Malabar; and, in his Dotage, 
when he was well advanced in Vears, he 


would needs be a Maſometan, and, to ſnew 


his Zeal, would go in Pilgrimage to Mecca, 
to viſit the Tomb. Before he took his Voy- 
age, which was by Sea, he made a Will, and 
having four Nephews, bequeathed each of 
them a Part of his Empire. To the eldeſt 
he bequeathed Calliſtree, whoſe Sea - coaſt 
reaches from Decully to Ticorie, about 24

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Leagues. To the ſecond, whom he loved 


beſt, the Title of Samorin, and a Sea-coaſt 


from Ticorie to Chitawa, about the lame Di- 


ſtance.

ficer bringing the News, the Prince ordered 
a Search to be made for the Ringleader, and 
being found, he ſentenced him to be ſmear- 
ed over with Hony, and made faſt to a Co- 
coa-nut Tree in the Sun till he died. Next 
Morning the Sentence was put in Execution. 


Theſe Cocoa-nut Trees producing a ſweet 


Liquor called Todd), bring vaſt Numbers of 
Waſps and large red Ants to drink the Li- 
quor.

Car TAIN Beawes, who commanded the 


Albemarle, accompanied us allo, carrying a 


Drum and two Trumpets with us, to make 
our Compliment the more-folemn. This was 


a Viſit paid him by all his Tributaries and 
Friends, to with him many happy Years, it 
being his Birth-day. We travelled eight or 
ten Miles before we came to his Palace, 


which was built with Toes and covered 


ſence aſſoon as we arrived, in an open Green 


juſt by his Palace Window, which lookt in- 
to it, where fat his Majeſty, with his Queen, 
and three or four of his Children, pretty 
well grown up. We paid our Compliment 
each with a Zequeen in Gold, and a few 
Grains of Rice laid on it, and ſo, by an Inter- 


preter we had ſome frivolous Diſcourſe. He 


treated us with Teddy, ſome Plantans, and 
young Cocoa-muts; and then, after an Hours 
Stay, we had Audience of Leave, and ſo de- 
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tied up behind. They were all naked above 
the Navel, and were bare-footed. The Queen 
had a cheerful Countenance, and very af- 
fable to us and others, who had the Honour 
to ſtand near her, diſtributing Bettle and A. 
recka with her own royal Hands, to Stran- 
gers, Who came, as we did, to compliment

 ABovr the Year 1680. there were three 


Princes of the Blood royal, who conſpired 


to cut him and his Family off, to poſſeſs 
themſelves of the Government of Calliſtree; 
but being detected, they were beheaded on 
Altars built of Stone. About two Miles from 
Cannanore the Altars were ſtanding when I 
was there. They were only ſquare Piles of

I" HE king of Couchin's Doininions art 


1 next in Courſe along the Sea-coaſt, 
and reach from Chitwæ about 24 Leagues to 


the Solithward. There are ſo many Rivu- 


lets that run off the Mountains of Gatti, 
that they reckon above 1000 Iſlands made by 


their Streams. The Mountains come with- 


in 8 Leagues of the Sea, and the Rivulets 


joyn their” Stores at Cyanganore, and make 
one great Outlet to the Sea, ahd another 


great Outlet is at Couchin City. Cranganore 

is about 5 Leagues to the South of Chitwa. 
The Dutch hive here a ſmall Fort, which 
retains the Name of Cranganore. It lies a- 
bout a League up the River from the Sea. 
In Times of old it hore the Name of a King- 
dom, and wis 4 Republick of Jews; who 
were once ſo numerous, that they could 
reckon about 80000 Families, but, at preſent;

Myn Heer Van Reede before mentioned,

Dutch. They declare themſelves to be of 


the Tribe of Manaſſeh, a Part whereof was, 


by Order of that haughty Conqueror Nebu- 
chaduex gar, carried to the eaſtermoſt Pro- 


vince of his large Empire, which, it ſeems, 
reacht as far as Cape Comerin, which Jour- 
ney 20000 of them travelled in three Vears 
from their ſetting out of Babylon, 


75 Wu they arrived in the Malabar Coun- 


try, they found the Inhabitants very civil 
and hoſpitable to Strangers, giving them Li- 
berty of Conſcience in religious Matters, 
and the free Uſe of Reaſon and Induſtry in 
Oeconomy. There they increaſed, both in 
Numbers and Riches, till in Proceſs of Time, 


either by Policy or Wealth, or both, they 


came to purchaſe the little Kingdom of Crau- 
Lanuore. And there being one Family among 
them much eſteemed for Wiſdom, Power 
and Riches, two of the Sons of that Family 
were choſen by their Elders and Senators, 


to govern the Common-wealth, and reign 


3 Bona over them. Concord, the ſtrongeſt 


Bonds of Society, was in a ſhort Time bro- 


ken, and Ambition took Place, for one of 
the Brothers inviting his Colleague to a Feaſt, 


and picking a Quarrel with his Gueſt, baſely 


Filled him, thinking, by that Means, to reign 
alone; but the Defunct leaving a Son 75 
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bold Spirit behind him, revenged his Father's 
Death, by killing the Fratricide, and ſo the 
State fell again into a Democracy, which ſtill 
continues among the ,Zews here; but the 
Lands have, for many Ages, recurred back 
into the Hands of the Malabars, and Pover= 
ty and Oppreſſion have made many apoſtatize. 
BETWEEN Cranganore and Couchm, there 
is an Iſland called Baypin, that occupies the 
Sea-coaſt. It is 4 Leagues long, but no Part 
of it is 2 Miles broad.

naeither, fot they will be ſerved by none but 


 Portugueze Prieſts, becauſe they indulge 
them more in their Villany, and Abſolutions 
from Crimes are eaſier purchaſed from the 
Portugue xe than from the French or Itali- 
«ns, Who are generally much more polite | 
and learned than the Portuguege, who are 
permitted to take the Habit of ſome Order, 


without being examined whether the Novice 


has the common Qualifications of School- 
Az or 2 Leagues farther up towards the 
Mountains, on the Side of a ſmall, but deep 
River, is a Place called Firdalgo, where the 
Inhabitants of Couchin generally aſſemble to 
refreſh themſelves in the troubleſom hot 
Months of April and May.

they dive, and play many comical mad Tricks, 
till Breakfaſt or Supper call them aſhore, 
for it is in Mornings and Evenings that they 
bath and ſwim; for in the Heat of the Day 
the Sun ſcorches. Very often the Ladies 
lay Wagers of Treats with the Gentlemen, 
about their Swiftneſs and Dexterity in ſwim- 
ming, but generally the Ladies win the Wa- 
gers, tho', I believe, if the Men would uſe 
their Art and Strength, they might win the 
Prize. The Heat of the Day they paſs with 
a Game at Cards or Tables for Treats, by 
which Means they fare ſumptuouſly every 
Day, ſometimes in one Tent, and ſometimes 
in another; and, at Night, every Family 
ſleeps in their own Tent, on the ſoft clean 
Sand, Males and Females promiſcuoufly. 
T ukERx is a Place on the Side of that Ri- 
ver, called Hell's Mouth. It is a ſubterrane- 
ous Cave about four Vards broad, and three 
high, hewn out of a ſpungy Iron- coloured 
Rock. I went into it with a Lantern, and 
pa ſtraight forward about 200 Yards, but 
faw no End to it. It is an Habitation for 


Snakes and Bats, who were frightned by the 15 


Light of our Candle and Noiſe. As we were 


tired with their Company, ſo we returned 


back. They have no Tradition why it was 
made, or by whom.

had but bad Succeſs. They expected the 
Portugneze there before them to aſſiſt, but 
none came; but ſoon after Hitlof Yan Gouge 
was with them, whom the French not caring 
to engage with, being equal in Number of 
Ships, and ſuperior in Rade the French fled, 
and left their Project on Galle unattempred. 
Tu went then to Trankamalaya, and 
anchored in that Bay, defigning to force 
that ſmall Gariſon to a Surrender; but that 
vigilant Dutch Man was ſoon after them 
with his Fleet, and forced them to fight diſ- 
advantgeouſly in Trankamalaya Bay, where- 
in the #rench loſt one half of their Fleet, 
being either ſunk or burnt. With the reſt they 


fled to St. Thomas, on the Coaſt of Cormandel,

It is true, the Dutch can drive no o- 
pen Trade there, but what they muſt pay 
the Engliſh Company Cuſtoms for. 
ABour the Year 1698. the Freebooters a- 
forememioned had almoſt made themſelves

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Maſters of the Fort by Stratagem and Sur- 
Tize. They pretended, that they had been 
ent from the Moguls Vice-roy at Vi ſapore, 


to take Charge of the Revenue collected at 
Porto Novo, and to carry it to the Treaſu- 
i ry at V;/apore, and deſired Leave to put 
their feigned Treaſure into the Fort for a 
few Days, to ſecure it from the Moratta 
Freebooters aforementioned, who, they ſaid, 
were plundring the open Country, which 


Favour Mr. Frazer, Governor at that Time, 
granted, ſo they brought into the Fort ten 


or twelve Oxen loaded with Stones, and 
each Ox had two or three Attendants, and 
about 200 more of that Gang, who came a- 
long with the Carriage Beafts as a Guard, 
lodged themſelves in a Grove near the Fort 
Gate, to be ready, on a Signal given, to enter 
the Fort. TheFreebooters within took an Op- 
portunity the very next Morning, and killed 
the Sentinel and a few more that were aſleep 
in the Gate-way next to the Grove; but, 
before they could break the Gate open, the 
SGSGariſon was alarmed, and killed all their 
treacherous Gueſts, and the Ambuſh without 
being come into the Parade before the Gate, 
met with ſo warm a Reception, that they |

Sr. Thomas is next, which lies about three

The City was built by the Portugueze, and

There 
is a little dry Rock on the Land, within it, 
called the Little Mount, where the Apoſtle 


deſigned to have hid himſelf, till the Fury of 


the Pagan Prieſts his Perſecutors had blown 


over. There was a convenient Cave in that 


Rock for his Purpoſe, but not one Drop of 
Water to drink, ſo St. Thomas cleft the Rock 
with his Hand, and commanded Water to 


come into the Clift, which Command it rea- 


dily obeyed; and, ever ſince, there is Water 
in that Clift, both ſweet and clear. When 
I faw it, there were not above 3 Gallons in 


it. He ſtaid there a few Days, but his Ene- 
mies had an Account of his Place of Refuge, 
and were reſolved to ſacrifice him, and, in 


50 Numbers, were approaching the Mount. 
When he ſaw them coming, he left his Cave, 
and came down in order to {eek Shelter ſome 


where elſe; and, at the Foot of the Mount, 


as a Teſtimony that he had been there, he 


ſſtampt with his bare Foot, on a very hard 


Stone, and left the Print of it, which remains 
there, to this Day, a Witneſs againſt thoſe 
..! ĩ as. 
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Ax the Foot of the great Mount, the 
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perſecuting Prieſts. The Print of his Foot 


is about 16 Inches long, and, in Proportion, 


narrower at the Heel and broader at the 


Toes than the Feet now in Uſe among us. 
He flecing for his Life, to another larger 
Mount, about two Miles from the little one, 
was overtaken on the Top of it, before he 
was ſheltred, and there they run him through 
with a Lance; and, in the ſame Place where. 


he was killed, he lies buried.

WurN the Portugueze firſt ſettled there, 


they built a Church over the Cave and Well 
on the little Mount, and alſo one over his 
Grave on the great one, where the Lance 
that killed the Apoſtle, is ſtill kept there as a 
Relict; but how the Portuguexe came by that 
Lance is a Queſtion not yet well reſolved.

Merchants, who hate Contention and War, 
came flocking thither, becauſe it lay far from

are, many Times, good Bargains to be made, 
and Money got by our Governors. The black 


Merchants reſorting to our Colony, to ſe- 
cure their Fortunes, and bring their Goods 
to a ſafe Market, made it populous and rich, 


notwithſtanding its natural Inconveniencies. 
The Town is divided into two Parts. One 
where the Europeaus dwell is called the 
white Town.

In Anno. 1709. the Factory drew a War on 
themſelves from the Nabab of Chictacul, for 
one Mr. Simeon Holcomb, who had been Chief 
at Vi agapatam, had borrowed: conſiderable 
Wh Sums of the Nabob, and affixt the Company's 
Seal to the Bonds he gave for them. Mr. 
Wl Zo/combdying, the Nabob demanded his Mo- 
ney from the ſueceeding Chief, who would 
not pay him, alledging, that Holcomb had 
borrowed it for his own private Uſe, and 
not for the Company's, and that he mult get 
Payment out of Holcomb's private Eſtate, if 
1 there was enough found to pay the Debt, o- 
ftherwiſe he might get his Money from ſome 
inland Naj abe, who ſtood indebted to Hob 
comb, by his Books of Accounts, in a great- 
er Sum than would pay his Principal and In- 
tereſt ; and that he being the Mogu/'s Gene- 
ral, could compel thoſe Rajahs to pay their 
.juſt Debts, which they would make over to 
him: But the Nabob, not caring to enter in- 
to a War with his Country-men on ſuch a 
Foundation, ſent Agents to acquaint the Go- 
vernor and Council of Fort St. George, with 
bis Affairs at Vi gagabatam. They proved 
W deaf to all the Agent's Propoſitions and Ar- 
guments, and hardly treated him civilly, ſo he 
went back to his Maſter, with the Account 
of his ill Succeſs. Upon which the /\abes 
came to a Garden about half a League from 
Vigagapatam, accompanied with 500 Horfe, 
and 3500 Foot, to demand his Money.

N the Year: 1708. IJ had Occaſion to tra- 
IX vel from Ganjam to Ballaſore, by Land, 
: which.gave me an Opportunity to ſee more of 
the Countries thro' which I travelled; than 
moſt at hers could have who travelled by Sea. 
About three Miles to the Eaſtward e 
is Illure, at the End of a Ridge of Moun- 
tains, that divide the ancient Kingdom of 
 Goledndah from Orixa. Its End runs within 
Piſtol-ſhot of the Sea, and there were three 
or four Sentinels to demand a Tax on every 
Head that paſt out of, or into Orixa. I had 
ſeventeen Servants to carry my Palangucen 
and Baggage, and all the Tax amounted to 
about three Shillings Szerl., Proceeding far- 
ther, came to Maui tapat am, where there 
s a great Inlet from thè Sea; but, about a 
Mile from its Mouth, it divided itſelf into 
many Chanels, which made many {mall ]- 
lands. The Mogul! had an Officer there, 
who examined from whence. we came, and 
Whither we were bound. Our Anſwers were 
latisfactory, and he preſented -us with ſome 
Poultry, Rice and Butter, and gave us a Place 
to lodge in. And, altho' we ſaw Plenty of 
Fiſh in the Rivers, yet Money could not 
pane one © of chem, becauſe there is a Pa- 
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god on a little Hill built of Iron- coloured 
tone, where all the Animals of the watery 
Element are worſhipped. And Water-fowls 
are ſo ſacred, that they muſt not be killed. 
Our next Stage was at the famous Temple of 
FJagarynat, which, in clear Weather, may 
be ſeen from Manikapatam. In our Way we 
ſaw great Numbers of Deer and Antilopes, 
ſo tame, that they would not move out of 
our Way, till we approacht within five or ſix 
Yards of them. Water wild Fowl were al- 
ſo numerous and fearleſs, for none dares kill 
them under Pain of Excommunication, which 
cannot be removed but by round Sums to the 
Church. Poultry there is plentiful, but can- 
not be killed by the e e they 
worſhip them ; nor can Strangers act ;

to ſhew his Devotees that he can both ſmell 
and taſte. There are no Windows in the 
Temple to give Light, ſo that he has Uſe 
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tor about 100 Lamps continually. burning be- 
fore him. He is railed about, that none may 
approach near him but his Prieſts; and on- 
ly thoſe of the firſt Quality dare enter into 
the Sanctum ſanctoru tn. 
Il would fain have gone into the Temple, 
but could not be admitted, tho I profered 
the Value of three Guineas for Admittance, 
but 1 ſent one of my Servants, Who was a 
 Gentow, to obſerve what he could, and he 
brought me the foregoing Account. 


Ax is never removed out of the Temple, 


Ceſſion, mounted on a Coach four Stories 


high. It runs on eight or ten Wheels, and 
is capable to contain near 200 Perſons. It is 
drawn thro'- a large Street about 50 Yards | 
wide, and half a League long, by a Cable of 
14 Inches Circumference, and, at convenient 
Diſtances, they faſten ſmall Ropes to the 
Cable, two or three Fathoms long, ſo that

Stone - quarries nor Mountains to be ſeen with- 
in Reach of the Eye, he promiſed to furniſſn 
them with good Stone and Lime to build his 
Houſe, if they would but take the Trouble, 
and ſo, every Night, Materials were brought 
as there was Need, and, in a ſhort Time, his 
Houſe was built, as it now is.

Cattacb is ſtill a large City, walled round, 
and a good many Cannon planted: on its 
Walls, but neither the Wall nor Artillery are 
kept in good Order. The Town is not one 
Quarter Part inhabited; but the Ruins of 
many large Buildings ſhew ſufficiently its an- 
cient Grandeur, when Kings kept their Courts 
there. Its Figure is an Oblong for a League 
long, and a Mile broad.

FuE Eugliſb Company had once a fine 
Factory in Cattach. Moſt of its Walls were 
ſtanding in Auuo 1708. and a Garden that be- 

longed to the Factory, was then in good Re- 
pair, kept by a Perſon of Quality in the Town. 

The Country about abounds. in Corn and 

Cattle, and tame and wild Fowl are ver7 


not capable to keep the contentious Najabs 
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plentiful, and good. Their Manufactory is 
in Cotton Cloths, coarſe mY fine of all Sorts, 
and very cheap, and ſo are Butter and Oyl. 
I bought a few Seerbands and Saunder tors, 
to know the Difference of the Prices between 
Cattack and Ballaſore Markets, and I found 
Cattack fold them about 60 per. Cent. cheap- 
er than Ballaſore; but, on the Road, which 

is about 35 Leagues long, we. paid ſeyen or 
2 Times Toll for our Heads and Goods, 
Which made them come out about 28 per 
1 Cent. better than Ballaſore Market. 
Trar Part of the River, on the North 
Side of Gatrath, i is very ſhallow. When I paſt 

tt, there were not above three Foot Water in 
it. They have a Cuſtom in this Town, that, 
when any Stranger travels thro' it, he muſt 
find Surety, that he'll carry none of the In- 
hahitants off with him, without the Nabob's 
Permiſſion, and if the Stranger can find no 
Security, the Nubob's Secretary becomes 
bound for paying him ten Rupees for the
